SCHENCK. 


The House Committee on Foreign 


Affairs have submitted their report 
on the Schenck case and after con- 
sidering and sifting the mass of testi- 
mony, the report concludes that 
Gen. Schenck, besides having been 
Director of the Emma Mining Com- 
pany, was engaged in speculative 
operations in tho stock with Trenor 
W. Park, vendor of the mine, with 
Gen. Woodhull, his Secretary of Le- 
gation, and Tipon his own account, to 
the extent hereinbefore stntod, in 
such manner as subject the name and 
station of the Minister of the United 
States to criticism. The Committee 
therefore find, as to the inquiries an- 
nounced at the beginning of the re- 
port: First, upon the authority of 
the dispatch of the Secretary of State, 
that it was not proper for the Ameri- 
can Minister at the Court of St. 
James to connect himself as Director 
with the Emma Mining Company of 
London, and this position is con- 
firmed by the authority of Phelli- 
uiaue, who says every State ought, 
by expressly forbidding their am- 
bassadors to combine engagements 
in private trade or commerce with 
the snored duty of representation, to 
prevent any question of the kind ever 
arising. Second, that the relations 
of General Schenck to the vendors 
of tho Emma mine were of such a 
character as to cast suspicion upon 
his motives and subject his action to 
unfavorable criticism. But the Com- 
mittee believe he was not guilty of 
fraud or of any fraudulent intentions 
in connection with the company or 
the vendor* of the mine. Third, that 
his subsequent speculative dealings 
iu shares of the company were not 
compatible with his diplomatic sta- 
tion and the maintenance of the posi- 
tion of honor and usefulness at the 
court near which he was accredited. 
Tho Committee therefore submit the 
following resolution,and unanimous 
ly recommend its passage by the 
Houao. 


Eewlccd, That this House con- 


demns the actions of General Robert 
C. Schenck, United Statws Minister 
at tho Court of St. James, in becom- 
ing a Director of the Emma Silver 
Mining Company of London, and his 
operations iu connection with shares 
of paid company and the vendors 
thereof, as ill-advised and unfortu- 
nate, und 
incompatible with 
the 


duties of his office and position. 


We believe the action of tho Com- 


mittee will be endorsed by th« coun- 
try, aud in our opinion Mr. Scheuek's 
censure is deservedly earned. It is 
time that such practices were con- 
demned.
